CANADIAN hardware circles are agitated over the 
question as to the exact meaning of the trade term 
c. 4. f. Does it mean insurance against all risk or 
merely insurance against some kinds of risk? This 
question will be determined by the courts of that coun- 
try in a case now on trial. 








Imports into Japan from the United States for the 
first time exceed those from the United Kingdom. In 
the six months ending with June, 1903, the imports 
into Japan from the United States were 24,950,943 
yen, against 23,803.656 from the United Kingdom. 
This is the first annual or semi-annual period in which 
the imports from the United States into Japan have 
exceeded those of the United Kingdom. In 1881 the 
imports into Japan from the United States were less 
than 2,000,000 yen, against more than 16,009,000 from 
the United Kingdom. 





A PRACTICE that some hardware dealers regularly 
indulge in about this period of the year is that of 
scrimping on stock and deferring orders in order that 
they may have short stocks on hand when the assessor 
puts in an appearance. This is a short-sighted policy, 
as the few paltry dollars the dealer will save on his 
stock will be more than offset by his inability to sup- 
ply orders without delay later in the season. 

From present indications it will be more difficult 
next spring than ever before to get prompt service 
from the railroads and it should be remembered by 
every dealer that “there are others” besides himself 
who will want shipments made promptly when the 
orders are placed late. 








INTERNAL-COMMERCE conditions in the United States 
for the month of September, as presented by the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor through its Bureau 
of Statistics, are summarized as follows: The month 
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of September in the domestic commerce of the United 
States is characterized as a rule by rapidly enlarging 
movements of staple commodities, such as live stock 
and grain, to primary centers, and by the accumulation 
of supplies of raw materials, such as lumber, coal, and 
other elements of industry, in manufacturing centers. 
Increasing shipments of produce to the seaboard and 
the westward movement of merchandise, together with 
decline in the volume of traffic on lakes, rivers, and 
canals, are also seasonal features of the home trade. 








MARGUERITE, with her delicately tapered fingers, the 
result of a life of listless laziness, attracts more at- 
tention than Mary, whose hands are roughened by 
scrubbing floors and making bread. It is but natural 
that people should be drawn at first blush more by ap- 
pearance than by usefulness, and in this lies an argu- 
ment why the trade should handle attractive goods, 
like silver-plated ware, especially silver tableware. 
These goods can be very nicely displayed and give a 
tone and finish to an ordinary store. If well displayed 
they should sell well. It should be remembered by 
dealers that there is one easy month for merchants in 
which well-displayed and attractive goods to a large 
measure sell themselves, and that is the month just 
before Christmas. In this month the showy articles 
have a call over the useful ones. 








AMERICANS are nothing if not patriotic. They be- 
lieve that we are winners in every line of business in 
industrial endeavor, and there is no question but that if 
wide-awake citizens of this country go out after a 
record they are pretty sure to obtain it, but when it 
comes to everyday service we are behind English and 
continental parties in a number of ways. Automobiles 
have made records of 100 miles an hour in several 
European races; yet when an American automobile 
makes 60 miles an hour we speak of it as a world’s 
record. Teutonic trolley cars have a regular schedule 
calling for runs of 60 miles an hour, and on the experi- 
mental railroad between Marienfelde and Zossen a 
speed of 125 4-5 miles an hour was recently attained in 
a run of 14% miles. Take the matter of regular trains, 
and we find the following data concerning English and 
American trains, which should stir some of the brag- 
garts about American railroads out of their lethargic 
complacency: The London & North Eastern Railroad 
makes the run from Darlington to York, 4114 miles, 
in 43 minutes, or at the rate of 61 7-10 miles per hour. 
The Midland Railroad makes the run from Appleby to 
Carlisle, 3034 miles, in 30 minutes, or at the rate of 
61 5-10 miles per hour. Turning to this country we 
find that the Philadelphia & Reading road makes a run 
from Camden to Atlantic City, 57 8-10 miles, in 60 
minutes, or at the rate of 57 8-10 miles per hour. The 
Pennsylvania makes the run from Philadelphia to At- 
lantic City, 59 miles, in 60 minutes, or at the rate of 
59 miles per hour. The New York Central makes the 
run from Buffalo to New York, 440 miles, in 525 min- 
utes, or at the rate of 50 28-100 miles per hour. The 
Lake Shore and New York Central makes a run from 
Chicago to New York, 980 miles, in 20 hours, or at 
the rate of 48.996 miles per hour. 























































RANDOS1 SKETCHES.

JupcinG from the way a large percentage of retail 
stove dealers conduct their business, one would draw 
the conclusion that they were in business exclusively 
for their health. They don’t ask enough profit. For 
instance, a very high grade steel range possessing points 
of unusual merit is sold to the trade at between $65 and 
$70, depending on quantity bought, etc., and yet the 
manufacturer of this range told me the other day that 
a number of his customers asked only $80 or $85 for 
this range, and it was only the select minority who had 
the commercial sense to get $100 for it. The majority 
were scared out because their competitors were selling 
ranges costing $50 and $55 at $75 and $80, and they 
were afraid to ask a higher price for unquestionably 
superior goods whose greater merit could be easily 
demonstrated. 

A friend of mine was talking to an Iron Mountain 
retailer the other day. This man had about 36 steel 
ranges on his floor, the product of eight different manu- 
facturers. On being asked about his range business, 
he said, “I wish the whole kit and caboodle of ranyes 
were in Halifax. Now take this line,” he said, point- 
ing to a well-known steel range made in the Buckeye 
state. “I pay $38.40 for that stove and have to sell it 
for $40 to meet catalogue house competition. I sell 
some fifty steel ranges a year, but it’s precious little I 
make on them.” 

Here my friend had his say: “Do you tell me that 
you haul a steel range from the depot, black it, deliver 
it, throw in a poker, set it up, stand for defects, etc., on 
a total ‘profit’ of $1.60, or 4 per cent?” 

“Well, you see, a farmer comes in here and points to 
a range and says, ‘Hank Jones bought that identical 
range for $40 from a Chicago catalogue house.’ What 
can I do? Shall I lose a sale or shall I beat the cata- 
logue house out?” 

“Let me tell you you are all wrong. The catalogue 
house does not sell the same grade of steel range for 
$40 that you buy for $38.40. Your range is of the 
$55 grade and it is folly on your part, injustice to the 
maker, the range, yourself and the entire trade to 
cheapen it so nauseatingly by selling it in competition 
with a cheaper grade of goods.” 

“Well, what can I do?” 

“To answer a question with a question, which of 
these is your best ranges?” 

“Well, I like the Snohomish the best.” 

“Why ?” 

“T just feel that way.” 

“Then if a customer came in and asked why the 
Snohomish was better than the Seattle you could not 
tell him.” 

“No.” 

“If you don’t know the difference between a range 
that cost you $42.50 and one that cost you $35, how 
can you expect to explain that difference to your cus- 
tomers? Now these little admissions you have made 
show me that you are a poor salesman. It needs no 
Sherlock Holmes to see that you are an equally poor 
buyer. Here on your floor are goods made by the Chi- 
cago Steel Range Co., Grand Rapids Steel Range Co.,

Toledo Steel Range Co., Indianapolis Steel Range Co. 
Milwaukee Steel Range Co., Duluth Steel Range Co. 
Escanaba Steel Range Co. and Manitowoc Steel Range 
Co. Each of these firms sends a salesman up here tc 
sell you, and this cost eventually comes out of your 
pocket. You pay freight on eight broken lots. You 
pay a high price and not a low price. Suppose you sell 
out your entire stock and buy a carload from the Esca- 
naba Steel Range Co., let us say. You then get the 
benefit of carload rates on freight and, being a quantity 
buyer, you must get a better price. You need only 
learn the merits of one line and you are a great deal 
nearer the purchasing plane of your commercial foes 
the catalogue houses and department stores.” 

This is sound doctrine. Furthermore, catalogue 
house competition is more of a commercial bogy than 
it is an actual menace to an enterprising dealer. Along 
comes Ebenezer Hickory of Squash Ridge and holds 
up Pears-Crowcluck’s catalogue with its picture of a 
scrumptious range with four holes, 14-inch oven and a 
big price tag saying Only $24.50. This makes the 
dealer frantic with nervous terror. He grabs up the 
manufacturer’s catalogue and figures: “I pay $21.00 
for that range, so do Pears-Crowclucks. If they sell 
that range at $3.50 profit I have to sell all my ranges 
at a low profit to meet their competition.” And away 
goes $500 out of his pocket on a season’s business. 

Poor, short-sighted dealer! He imagines he is pour- 
ing hot shot into the catalogue house by sacrificing his 
profits, whereas they are making handsome profits. He 
thinks he is meeting their prices, whereas he is vir- 
tually underselling them. This is how the trick is 
turned. The dealer figures it out like this: 

[ pay $21 for 14 inch size, sell at $24.50; profit, $3.50. 
I pay $22,75 for 16 inch size, sell at $26.25; profit, $3.50. 
I pay $24.50 for 18 inch size, sell at $28; profit, $3.50. 
I pay $27.25 for 20 inch size, sell at $30.75; profit, $3.50. 

The catalogue house must do the same, and conse- 
quently we are both losers. 

Here are the facts in the case. Pears-Crowclucks, 
availing themselves of every advantage of the quantity 
buyer, gets their goods 10 per cent lower than the retail 
dealer. 

- Their purchasing prices and selling prices are as 
follows :

price. With $3.50 added. price. Profit. 
14 inch size....... : .$18.90 $22.40 $24.50 $5.60 
16 inch size......... 20.65 24.15 28.00 7.35 
18 inch size......... 22.40 25.90 33.00 10.60

The dealer jumps at the conclusion that because the 
catalogue house sells a 14-inch, 4-hole size at $24.50 
that its selling price for an 18-inch size will be $28.00 
and its profit $3.50, at the rate of $1.75 added for each 
change in the oven, whereas its price for the 18-inch 
size is $33 and its profit $10.60. The catalogue house 
is not selling at cost. By an irregular system of ap- 
praisement of larger sizes it makes up for its “bait” in 
its 14-inch, 4-hole size, and actually sells as many 18- 
inch at a handsome profit as it does 14-inch at a me- 
dium profit. The way for the dealer to meet this com- 
petition is not by selling 18-inch steel ranges at $28.00 
at a profit of $3.50 and telling people he is selling these 
goods to meet catalogue house competition when in 
reality he is $5 cheaper. He should don his commer- 
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cial armor and see that the catalogue houses get a 
Roland for their Oliver. He should not allow their 
cheap trick of erratically pricing ranges with different 
sizes of ovens to go unexposed, but should liberally 
advertise the fact that while he is meeting their $24.50 
price on the 14-inch, 4-hole, he is selling the 18-inch 
range at $32, or $1 lower than they do. In doing this 
he would be making $4 more on an 18-inch range than 
he now is and instead of having the sentiment of his 
neighborhood declare that he was forced down in price 
to meet catalogue house competition, it would be gen- 
erally said that he was in a position to do better than 
the catalogue houses on account of a mysterious busi- 
ness “pull” of some kind.

I have had experience 
with the nymph de telephone, or whatever the siren 
of the wire may call herself, in several cities, and con- 
sequently the world whirls around me to read of this 
paragon of telephonic timeliness. Unfortunately this 
young woman of Youngstown would not be allowed to 
preside over the telephone that your friend Mr. Arnold 
uses in the course of his daily toil, as the indignant 
membership of the Telephone Ladies’ Protective Asso- 
ciation No. 83 would eject her bodily for infraction of 
the basic rules of that body.

I rinp the following interesting article in an insur- 
ance paper contrasting old line and mutual insurance in 
the matter of improvements. An extensive manufac- 
turer gives his opinion on this matter as follows: 

“I have about decided to place all my insurance in 
mutual companies. These board rates and rulings are 
constantly fluctuating, and I no more than get my fac- 
tory equipped to meet one set of requirements than 
some insurance inspector comes along and pronounces 
the equipment or improvements n. g. Then I am asked 
to realter all the work or else I am told that my insur- 
ance policies will surely be canceled. One inspector 
will say one thing and another inspector will say just 
the opposite. I am of the opinion that about one-half 
of these board combination insurance people do not 
know their business, and the other half know less. 
Their many and varied differences of judgment are be- 
yond an outsider’s comprehension—if, indeed, within 
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their own understanding. I think I will try the mutual 
insurance companies and see if any of them will write a 
risk without asking the owner to rebuild or improve 


every week or so.”

In these days the hardware man finds that he has to 
pay more for his flour, his beefsteak and his cinnamon, 
to say nothing of his trade supplies, than he did a few 
years ago; he can console himself, however, by the 
reflection that there has been a heavy decline in the 
price of wild animals. Performing elephants, which 
were worth from $1,000 to $1,500 five years ago, have 
dropped to $500 each; the price of wolves in London 
has dropped from $35 to $7.50. Think of it! You 
can buy an experienced wolf in fine condition for only

down to $200, and instead of having to cough up $10,- 
000 for a rhinoceros, $5,000 is all that is needed. The 
hardware dealer who grumbles about the high cost of 
ham can find solace in the fact that for $1,500 he can 
purchase a gentle giraffe, which he can chain up in his 
back yard for the children to play with, whereas if he 
had tried to get this family pet a couple of years ago 
it would have cost him fully $2,500.

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RIFLE SHOOTING AT FLYING OBJECTS. 








The sport of shooting at flying or moving objects 
with a rifle is increasing in popularity, and several 
noteworthy performances in this line of sport have oc- 
curred recently. 

Prominent among those who have achieved success 
in this direction is LeRoy Leach, whose performance at 
Wood Lake, Neb., on Aug. 2, was claimed at that time 
to be the world’s record in that line of shooting. Mr. 
Leach shot at 134-inch wooden blocks, thrown into the 
air by two assistants. He used a 22-caliber repeating 
rifle and a single bullet. The targets, 1,000 in number, 
were thrown by W. L. Chrysler and E. Tryon. One 
rifle was used throughout the shooting, which was 
fitted with plain, open sights. The score made was as

This performance was duly witnessed and its cor- 
rectness sworn to before a notary public. Excellent 
though it was, it did not satisfy Mr. Leach, who es- 
sayed to hit 1,000 targets straight. On Oct. 14 he at- 
tempted and accomplished this remarkable feat. It was 
also done at Wood Lake. Mr. Leach shot at the same 
13-inch targets at a distance of 20 feet. He used a 
repeating rifle. At both contests he used Peters 22 
short cartridges, loaded with King’s Semi-Smokeless 
Powder, and did not wipe the barrel throughout the 
1,000 shots.

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QUAKER tURNACES. 





The Quaker Manufacturing Co., Chicago Heights, 
Ill., send us a circular calling attention to their 400 
Series Quaker furnace for wood, hard coal and soft 
coal and coke. It is a heavy steel furnace having a 
single shell of 4%-inch mild steel encircling the fire box, 
combustion chamber and ash pit. The dome is made 
of 3-16-inch steel, dished and flanged, and riveted in, 
making it perfectly air tight. The fire box is of steel, 
lined with fire brick in sections. The automatic puff 
damper is so hinged as to remain closed, but if there 
is an explosion of gas, instead of blowing open the 
door, this damper opens, permits the escape of the gas, 
then closes itself. This is a splendid arrangement in 
burning soft coal. The combustion chamber is large, 
and as the products of combustion escape from the fire 
box they first come in contact with the dome and upper 
portions of the heating surface, and then pass down- 
ward into the narrow space between the fire box and 
vertical steel heating plate at the lower part of the 
furnace. As the cold air enters the air-warming cham- 
ber at the bottom it comes first in contact with the lower 
portion of the heating plate.. Thus the products of 
combustion always make their last run in close con- 
tact with steel that is acted upon by the coldest air, pre- 
venting waste of heat. The ash door is elevated so that 
the furnace can be placed six inches lower than the 
level of the basement floor and can therefore be placed 
in a very low basement. The grates are strong, dura- 
ble, simple, triangular rocking and clinkerless. They 
work in pairs and are easily removed, one grate at a 
time. They are shaken from the outside without open- 
ing the ash door. Another special feature of the 
Quaker steel furnace is the basket grate. The basket 
grate allows more air to pass into and through the 
fire when the draft is on and absolutely prevents the 


- formation of clinkers on the sides of the fire brick. 


The ash box has but one opening. The doors are care- 
fully fitted up with ground joints so as to be air tight 
when closed and control the fire in the mildest weather. 
The draft is regulated by a chain attached to a small 
lever, which holds the ash door open just far enough to 
give the required draft. This places the fire always un- 
der control from the rooms above. A hot-air blast 
which enters at the lower part of the furnace, extend- 
ing up to the top of the fire pot, there delivering the air 
hot enough for combustion. This ignites with the 
gases and soot and consumes them in the fire chamber, 
thus preventing waste and preventing the cistern water 
being polluted by the soot on the roof.

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SHEET METAL WORK ON BUILDINGS. 











In many towns a few brick buildings are put up by 
ordinary contractors and brick layers without consult- 
ing architects. Little or no attention is made to orna- 
mental features in their construction, and a tinner with 
taste and ingenuity, coupled with energy, has an 
opportunity to build up quite an addition to his busi- 
ness by supplying window caps, cornice, etc., which will 
|

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add much to the apearance of a plain brick building, 
and thus enhance its value. . 

Sheet metal window caps can be made so as to be 
nailed to the brick work, being made two or four inches 
larger on either side than the opening, so as to avoid 
having the iron run back to the wooden frame. If the 
caps are put on as the building is being erected, it is no 




















trouble to have the inside of the cap extend back so as 
to be nailed to the outside of the window frame and 
the space between filled in with brick. There are so 
many styles of caps that have very little work on 
them that requires a cornice brake, and in those that do 
the joints are so short that, if light iron is used, the 
bending could be done over a corner of a bench that is 
faced with iron or steel, as at least one bench should 
be in every shop. The iron can be held in place while 
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bending by using clamps, such as are used by wagon 
makers. To make a molding the next step is to bend 
the iron over a wooden or iron former, which can be 
fastened to the bench in any convenient way. I have 
seen good moldings for a canopy over a range made in 
an ordinary tin shop. 

A number of designs of window caps and sills are 
given, such as require little forming or brake work, 
yet they are ornamental enough for most buildings, 
and more so than many made of stone, while they can 
be made much cheaper and yet afford a handsome profit 
to the maker. The designs given are drawn to the 
scale of three-fourths of an inch to one foot. The top 
of the sills should extend back under the window frame 
so as to keep out the water. 

Fig. 1 This cap can be made without a keystone 
and yet look well. The side A has a panel raised about 
one inch. The piece for the panel is cut out and a strip 
soldered on and then joined to the cap. The other side 
A is intended to be of plain iron and ornamented with 
a scroll, behind which fine wire netting can be soldered. 
To describe the outer segment A, the dividers are set at 
A and for A at A. Side views are given of the drops 
and keystone. 

Fig. 2 is a cap that can be used for almost any kind 
of a window, square, segment or half circle top. Two 
styles of moldings are given. This cap can be greatly 
improved by the addition of stamped leaves and a top 
ornament. 
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CHIMNEY CAP. 





To make a chimney top to fit a chimney 16”x20”, 
and taper to 7” pipe or any other size: Draw the lines 
A B parallel, four inches apart and sixteen inches long. 
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Erect the line C D through the center of A B, and 

draw line E F one-half the circumference of a seven- 

inch pipe. Lay the point of the square on G ten inches . 
from H, and draw line H G and G E. Now let the 

square down four inches to I, and draw line from G I 
J. Then cut out this piece, which is one-half of the ‘ 
chimney. Cut in from J to H, and leave the pieces on i 
that are marked K for lap. Take the single bead and 

run it around on line marked L AH G. Of course, 

allow for locks on the dotted lines, and form up to 

make round at top and square at base.

communication possess a clarified conciseness, a com- - 
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pacted comprehensibleness, a coalescent consistency 
and a concatenated cogency. Eschew all conglomera- 
tion of flatulent garrulity, jejune babblement and 
asinine affectation. Let your extemporaneous decant- 
ings and unpremeditated expatiation have intelligibility 
and veracious vivacity without rhodomontade or thra- 
sonical hombast. Sedulously avoid all polysyllabic pro- 
fundity, pompous prolixity, \psittaceous vacuity, ven- 
triloquial verbosity and vaniloquent vapidity. Shun 
double entendre, prurient jocosity and pestiferous pro- 
fanity, obscurant or apparent. In other words, talk 
plainly, briefly, naturally, sensibly, purely and truth- 
fully. Don’t put on airs; say what you mean; mean 
what you say and don’t use big words.” 

The young official took the gentle hint and changed 
his style—Michigan Tradesman. 
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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


Consumers are still viewing the market with appre- 
hension as to lower prices being made later on, and 
in consequence the actual orders booked last week 
were small and for early delivery. 

Inquiries in hand, however, are somewhat larger, 
evidence that buyers are of the opinion that reductions, 
if any, to come will not be large. 

The question as to when the turn will come has been 
put forth more frequently as prices gradually pass the 
cost of manufacture. 

Consumers are still able to secure all the iron de- 
sired, both north and south, for early delivery and at 
prices satisfactory to them, as they expect to receive 
lower figures on each succeeding purchase. 





BARS. 

Iron and steel bars have created but little interest 
during this week. Demand keeps relatively the same 
level—being far below the capacity of mills—and prices 
are practically unchanged. Iron is held nominally at 
1.45c Chicago, though on desirable business this could 
undoubtedly be shaded from 50 cents to $1 a ton. Spe- 
cifications for steel come in slowly, consumers gen- 
erally following the plan of sending in orders from 
week to week or month to month for their current re- 
quirements instead of making season contracts. De- 
mand from warehouse stocks is moderately good. We 
quote mill shipments, carload lots, Chicago delivery: 
Iron, 1.45c to 1.50c; Bessemer steel, 1.76%2c; angles 
less than 3x3, 1.86'%4c base; hoops, in lots of 250 tons 
and greater, 2.06%c; less than this amount, 2.16%4c. 
Quotations from jobbers’ stocks: Iron, 1.70¢ to 1.80c; 
steel, 1.90c to 2c; hoops, 2.30c to 2.40c; small angles, 
channels, tees, 2c rates. 





BILLETS. 

At a meeting of the leading steel and iron manu- 
facturers they made a reduction of $4.00 on the price of 
billets, making the market price at $23 a ton. The 
official announcement of this reduction will be made 
to the trade the coming week. 





STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 

There are possible concessions on Structural Ma- 
terial. Solid steel has been sold at $2 a ton below 
market price by the independent interests. Fifty thou- 
sand tons of Alabama pig iron is now being figured on 
for British ports. A 15,000-ton sale of Gray Forge 
was made at $8.50 at furnace for export at the rate 
of $3.00 a ton from Birmingham. Another sale was 
of 10,000 tons on No. 3 foundry. The lifting of ac- 
cumulated stocks for the domestic market is expected 
to strengthen the southern situation and has already 
done so to the extent that leading interests are not 
willing to sell for delivery into next year at prices 
recently named on prompt business. In the last week 
No. 2 foundry iron has sold at $9.50 Birmingham. 





Thirty-one furnaces in Ohio and western Pefinsyl- 
vania are now idle. As yet northern foundry furnaces 
have not met the low prices of southern producers and 
are therefore booking little business. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 


Implement and carriage manufacturers have been 
doing some good buying this week and milis report 
that specifications are being received in satisfactory 
volume. Prices are without change and we quote Chi- 
cago delivery as follows: Spring steel, 2.65c to 2.75¢c; 
sleigh shoe, 1.95c; flat sizes, concave and convex, 
2.25c; cutter shoe, 2.50c to 2.60c; machinery steel, 
2.15¢ to 2.25c base; plow steel, 2.50c and upward, ac- 
cording to quality; toe calk, 2.35¢c to 2.45c; out of 
stock, 3c to 3.10c; ordinary too! steel, 6c to 7c; spe- 
cial, 13c and upward; less than carload lots, 5:and 10 
per cent higher; cold-rolled shafting, carload lots, 47 
per cent off; less than carload lots, 42 per cent off. 





PLATES. 


A fair number of orders are reported to have passed 
through the warehouses, most of which were small lots. 
Mill business is unusually quiet. We quote mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery: Tank steel, ™%-inch and 
heavier, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.85c. On lots from job- 
bers’ stocks we quote: Tank steel, 14-inch and heavier, 
1.90c to 2c; 3-16, 2c to 2.10c; No. 8, 2.10¢ to 2,20c; 
No. 10, 2.20¢ to 2.30c; flange steel, 2.25c¢ to 2.40¢, all 
f. o. b. warehouse. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


Business has been quiet in this line for the past week 
and devoid of contracts for large tonnages. Though 
official prices are still quoted as before, there is a feel- 
ing among buyers that these prices cannot long be up- 
held in the face of competition of independent mills, 
if indeed they are being upheld at the present moment. 
We quote as follows for shipment from mill in car 
lots: Standard: Rails, $28 to $30; Standard, second 
quality, $27 to $29; Light Rails, 25 to 12 Ibs., $32 to 
$35; Angle Bars, 1.90c to 2c; Spikes, 2c to 2.10¢c; 
Track Bolts, 332x334 inches, 2.75c to 2.85c, with 15c 
advance for Hexagon Nuts. 





SHOVELS AND SPADES. 


The dissolution of the association of the manufac- 
turers of shovels and spades may alter the prices, but it 
is too soon to know the extent, as the manufacturers 
have not declared themselves on this point. It is not an- 
ticipated, however, that there will be any very radical 
change at present, but what the competition between the 
manufacturers will develop remains to be seen. Ina 
market in which the capacity for producing goods is 
largely in excess of the requirements of the trade, it is 
to be anticipated that! in the struggle for business low 
prices will develop. On some of the lines most largely 
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sold existing prices are, however, uncomfortably near 
the cost of production. 





FORKS. 


Forks are quoted at the following discount: Coal, 
40 per cent; Coke, 40 per cent; Cotton Seed, 40 per 
cent ; Ore, 40 per cent. 





WIRE NAILS. 


Wire nails remain as last week, showing no inclina 
tion forward or backward. - Business is satisfactory in 
volume, even though it consists of a multitude of small 
specifications. Sales are being made at $2.15 to $2.20 
in carload lots, f. o. b. Chicago. 


BARB WIRE. 


Nothing more could be expected at this season than 
a drop in Barb Wire sales. Prices are maintained 
without noteworthy exception. Galvanized Wire is sell- 
ing on the basis of $2.75 to $2.80 in carload lots, and 
Painted at $2.45 to $2.50. For small lots 5 to 10 cents 
extra is charged. Staples in carload lots sell as fol- 
lows: Plain, $2.30 to $2.35, and Galvanized, $2.70 to 


$2.75. 


SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 


The demand for Smooth Fence Wire is in good way 
and most of the plants are using their full capacity. 
The market remains steady in tone without change in
